New British Machine To Take 
“Soundings*' Of Upper Air 

A new Iftplanc. specially designed 
for attaining high altitudes, Is now at 
the Royal Aircraft Establishment, 
Fnrnborough, England. In this ma¬ 
chine it Is hoped to ascend to a great 
height and obtain “soundings” of the 
upper air. One theory to Do tested Is 
that, at 10 or 12 miles above the earth 
there are constantly moving currents 
of nil travelling at 200 miles an hour 
and more. Such upper air tides as 
these might have a revolutionary in¬ 
fluence on long-distance flying. The 
British machine which is to carry out 
this test is a Bristol biplane with an 
air-cooled Jupiter engine specially 
equipped for maintaining Its power in 
rariflcd. air.

It will probably be piloted by 
Flight-Lieutenant J. A. Cray, one of 
the most expert of the Government 
test pilots. For these high-altitude 
flights pilots are being provided 
with special air suits and helmets 
like those of diving suits, the air¬ 
men peering out through small circu¬ 
lar windows. In one new ’plane the 
airmen will be enclosed in a glass- 
windowed cabin, which will be auto¬ 
matically supplied with oxygen. —

Tlic movement of 296 million bush¬ 
el" <>f wheat from the Prairie Prov¬ 
ince* up to December 15, of which 
280*4 million came down via the 
Great Dak os ports, indicates the rail¬ 
ways upheld their standards of hand¬ 
ling capacity in the brief four months, 
August 15 to December 15. The vol¬ 
ume of 400 million bushels of wheat 
from the prairies Is accounted for by 
the shipments of 290 million, plus 80 
million in line elevators and 25 mil¬ 
lion in storage at the head of the lakes. 
The reserve in farmers’ hands for dis¬ 
posal is offset by the grain which wn3 
In store at the start of the crop move¬ 
ment for this season. 

On an estimate of $1.05 average per 
bushel, less 30 cents a bushel for 
threshing, freight, handling charges 
and commission, the crop movement 
therefore represents approximately 
$-25,000,000 in cash to the prairie

Army Reservists To II 


Placed On the 
Land In the Spring 
A plan formulated after that of 
George Washington, Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son and other American revolutionary 
chiefs of 1783, to populate the great 
west with members of the disbanded 
revolutionary army, is the latest pro¬ 
posal of the Overseas Settlement 
Committee revealed on the departure 
for Canada of E. T. Crutchley, finan¬ 
cial adviser of the committee. 

The overseas committee discloses 
that soldiers now In their last few 
months of service are being trained 
at Chisledon, Wiltshire, in modern 
methods of farming and will be sent 
to Canada in May to till and cultivate 
large areas of fertile land. 

They will be considered army re¬ 
servists and for the next five years 
are guaranteed constant work. . The 
soldiers will not be scattered at ran¬ 
dom, but will be grouped in fifties at 
Calgary, Prince Albert, Regina, Tor¬ 
onto, Edmonton. Saskatoon and Win¬ 
nipeg. None, however, will be sent to 
British Columbia, where the mild Pa¬ 
cific toast climate already has at¬ 
tracted a vast number of noulern. 


Inspection Of Turkeys 


Shatters World’s Record 


•Saskatchewan Flocks Are Being 
Certified, Listed, and Graded 
Six inspectors were working during 
the past fall among the turkey flocks 
of Saskatchewan. As a result a list of 
about 500 certified birds have been 
listed, each bird banded and graded 
"A" or "B." These bands carry the 
name of the department of agricul¬ 
ture and indicate the grade. There is 
also a "C" grade which is simply an 
approved bird for breeding purposes 
and well above the average of farm 
flocks. "It is a means of raising the 
status of the poultry industry," said 
W. Waldron, co-operation and mar¬ 
kets commissioner, who has charge of 
the work. All the birds certified by the 
department are listed by curd index 
under the name of the owner. When 
sales are made, the department is 
notified, and the new' owner of the 
birds purchased is listed.

500 Animal** Now Thriving In 
Enclosed Area In Alberta 
The history of Nemiskain National 
Park, Albeita, Canada, is an interest¬ 
ing chapter in the story of wild life 
conservation. Overcoming what ap¬ 
peared to be insurmountable difficul¬ 
ties, forty-tw'o antelope were enclosed 
in a fenced-in area in southwestern 
Alberta in 1915, and, in contrast to 
previous experiments, continued to 
thrive in captivity. Their welfare and 
propagation, which at first was a mat¬ 
ter of speculation, now seem to be 
definitely assured, as officials of the 
Department of the Interior report that 
the herd now totals 500. This indicates 
a natural increase of 468 since the 
original herd was enclosed in the 
present park in 1915.

Exposing Of Bondage In British 
African Trot eel orate Fed To 
Emancipation 

A quarter of a million domestic 
slaves, free and on a basis of political 
equality witli their former masters, 
owe their emancipation to a woman. 

Lady Kathleen Simon, wife of Sir 
John Simon, an English Liberal party 
leader. Is credited with informing the 
world that slavery still existed in tho 
British protectorate. The slaves wero 
owned by natives, not by Europeans. 
Nearly one-flfth of the people were in 
bondage under domestic slavery. Do¬ 
mestic slavery did not carry with it 
tho right of sale or the right to man¬ 
handle. It was nearer serfdom than 
slavery. The slaves ‘were principally 
persons captured in intertribal war¬ 
fare or their descendants before tho 
proclamation of the protectorate in 
1896. 

After these conditions had been ex¬ 
posed. legislative action was taken to 
abolish the last vestige of slavery. 
Previously, in 192G, an ordinance had 
been passed declaring children of 
slaves should be free and thus slav¬ 
ery would have disappeared in time. 

Comparatively few of the former 
slaves have left their masters in the 
newly-acquired freedom. It is prob¬ 
able. many will continue to work as 
free men and women for those who 
formerly claimed their labor without 

pay- 

In some districts, however, numer¬ 
ous applications have been received 
for new employment by slaves who 
are dissatisfied or feel the urge to 
tackle the world on their own account.

Winston Churchill and Earl Of 
Balfour "Touch Wood” 

Winston Churchill, the versatile 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, "touched 
wood" during a recent speech on 
trade. "I don't want to prophesy," he 
said then, lifting the corner of the 
Union Jack which covered the chair¬ 
man’s table, he touched wood, "but I 
thing that, on the whole, things arc 
going to got better." 

This may lmvc been one of the play¬ 
ful touches for which Churchill is not¬ 
ed. but someone with vast knowledge 
of cabinet lore has come forward with 
u dossier of the chancellor’s supersti¬ 
tions. At one time he had in his house 
several articles which bore the num¬ 
ber "13," and he had them all altered. 
Mr. Churchill also declines to turn 
back to recover a forgotten article 
when once lie has left a building, ac¬ 
cording to tills authority. Further¬ 
more, he con never tolerate thirteen 
persons at table. He usually contrives 
to get another guest when this emer¬ 
gency arises. 

The prime^ninister docs not share 
Church ill’s tendency toward tho su¬ 
perstitious, but It is recorded that as 
a child little Stanley Baldwin was 
carried up to the top of the house and 
held up near tho roof, to insure that 
he "rose" in tho world. 

Mr. Churchill, however, has a sup¬ 
porter In his "touch wood” supersti¬ 
tion. No less a person than the Earl 
of Balfour once during the war, when 
he held olllcc of iirst lord of the ad¬ 
miralty, solemnly touched the wooden 
dispatch box on the table of the House 
of Commons when referring to the 
fact that no naval disaster had befal¬ 
len the country.

Aviation and Forest Protection 
The growing iniporiance of the part 
being played by aviation in forest pro¬ 
tection against fire in Canada is 
shown by the large part of the total 
flying time devoted to forest patrols.

Canadian Air Force craft devoted to 
civil operations was 2.278 hours cf 
which 1,132 hours were required for 
the work of the Forest service, De¬ 
partment of the Interior.
